EXECUTIVE ORDER 1329 


WHEREAS, on November 21, 2013, President Barack Obama issued a Proclamation 
proclaiming November 22, 2013, as a Day of Remembrance for President John F. Kennedy; and 

WHEREAS, the President called upon Governors of the United States and other appropriate 
officials of government to direct that the flag of the United States be flown at half-staff on such 
Day of Remembrance; and 

WHEREAS, we, as Mississippians. honor the memory of former President Kennedy and 
celebrate his legacy: 

NOW THEREFORE, I Phil Bryant, by the authority vested in me as Governor by the 
Constitution and laws of the State of Mississippi, do hereby order all flags of the United States of 
America and the State of Mississippi be flown at half-staff on all buildings and grounds of the 
State of Mississippi and all areas under its jurisdiction on Friday, November 22, 2013, until 
sunset on such day.
